y those in charge of the time may feel 
that they have none at their disposal 
or for some reason do not wish to 
Field the gentleman time, The gentle- 
man. With a grievance may conclude 
that he will block the business of. the 
house for a time by causing a roll 
call, I have seen a member state 
frankly on the floor that ig he can- 
not get the time desiréd he will feel 
it his duty to raise the question of a 
quorum. Some times the gentlenian

These incidents do not occur very 
often, 

Once {In a while a Nttle fbuster is 
resorted to by the minority or by an 
obstreperous member who wants to 
forca considerntion of some special 
matter. Then the roll calls come thick 
and fost. One day the committee on 
riles tried to get m rulé adopted, gly- 
ng four hours for debate on a ces 
tain bil, Thé minority took a notion 
to block the game und lt took a day 
‘and n. half of roll calls to got the 
rule passed. 

Some bills are passed. by the major« 
{ty of those present. without a roll call, 
But any member can always demand 
a quorum and #2 qnorum {8 not 
present a roll call on the bill atito. 
matically follows, And even if a quo- 
rym is present, twenty per cent of 
those present cain always demand and 
secure o roll call on. any proposition, 

Too Much Talking, of Course. 

There {s much unnecessary talking 
In the ‘house. Nobody reallzes that so 
much as those who linve to be present 
and Hsten to much of {t. The same 
thing Is true wherever men and women | 
congregnie—espicinily where they 
meat to consider matters of public 
concern, As & reporter I have sat up 
past midnight Ustening to rambling, 
unnecessary talk over sone trivial 
matter at a small town: councll meet- 
ing whero only eight or olne members 
had to agree on. a polley, 

Some freedom must be mven to 
those who want to talk, Some oppor 
tunity must be given for all aldes to be 
heard, It requires consideration and 
oxplanntion and talk sometimes to get 
many ninds to look at the subject In 
the sama way, 

There ls too much unnecessary talk 
imthe house, but I do not sée how ft 
could be eliminated. Who la to say 


shall not be made? Who le so wise 
that he may be set up oa a censor? 

Tt Is hot go bad in the house as tn 
the senate, In the senate there Is ne 
limit on debate. In the house debate 
fa always Iimited, usually to one or 
two hours, occaslonally to four hours, 
and perbaps twlee In recent yerre to 
12 hotirs on very (Important nicasuris. 

Congress Is. often criticiaéd for be 
ing alow In: doing business, Of course 
Jt Je slow.
